indicates. Witness after witness 
who appeared reported that he had 
bought a phony diploma, degree, 
or certificate from some so-called 
“university’’, “foundation”, or 
“church”, with absolutely no ques- 
tions asked about his schooling, 
experience, or beliefs. More than 
50 such “diploma mills” are known 
in the State. 

Most of them frankly admitted 
they bought the fraudulent sheep- 
skins to fool the general public as 
to their professional qualifications 
and turn a few crooked dollars. 
Some innocent souls, however, ad- 
Mmitted that they had been gulled 
into buying them, and thought 
they were getting the genuine ar- 
ticle from a recognized, accredited 
institution. 

Operators of diploma mills who 
testified were equally open as to 
their own mercenary intentions. 
According to the subcommittee’s 
progress report, one of them who 
was convicted in court in 1956 and 
put out of business told the group, 
“People just wanted to get fleeced 
and I wanted to take advantage of 
the market while it was still hot, 
and then the authorities got me.” 

Production of bogus credentials 
is probably nearly as old as the art 
of writing, and diploma mills have 
probably operated as long as edu- 
cational institutions have offered 
sheepskins to graduates. Accord-

LAST WEEK we reported... 
“back in 1956, while certain prop- 
erty was owned by City Manager 
Cummings, it was assessed by the 
City of Porterville at $5,600, but, 
in 1957, after the property no 
longer belonged to the city man- 
ager, and after a change in city 
assessors, the valuation was 
brought into line with the county 
at $24,630.” 

WHEN CITY councilmen, in 
their Tuesday meeting, asked Mr. 
Cummings if these figures were 
correct, he did not deny that they 
were. He said that he had never 
attempted to defraud the city; 
that he was not aware of the as- 
sessment figures; that he had of- 
fered| to make up the difference in 
taxes on the two assessed values. 

WE HAVE no provable reason 
to doubt Mr. Cummings’ state- 
ment. We feel, however, that the 
time element has some importance. 
It was in 1956 that the original, 
low valuation was placed on the 
Cummings property; it was about 
10 months ago that the property 
changed hands and the new owner 
became considerably disturbed 
about the sudden jump in assessed 
value; (we don’t know how Mr. 
Cummings could have failed to 
know about the discrepancy at 
that time, since there was no se- 
cret about it in the city hall and 
in some quarters along the ave- 
nue) but it was less than two 
weeks ago when Mr. Cummings 
offered to make up the tax differ- 
ence that resulted from the two 
assessed valuations. 

AND, INCIDENTALLY, to those 


the assessed value figures on Mr. 
Cummings’ property, we’ll tell you. |

property, the city assessor had no | 
choice other than to show them to 
us...

PERSONS EMPLOYING MINORS 
MUST COMPLY WITH STATE LABOR , 
LAWS, INCLUDING SECURING PERMIT 


PORTERVILLE, Mar, 20 — All 
persons or firms who employ 
minors must first secure work per- 
mits from school attendance of- 
fices. Such permits are issued by 
the attendance office at the Por- 
terville High school. 

L. E. Grimm, attendance and 
welfare officer for the school, re- 
viewed several provisions of the 
California labor laws regarding 
employment of minors. Provisions 
include: 

No minor under 18 years of age 
and over 16 years of age, who is 
required to attend school, shall be 
allowed to work without a permit 
to work. This permit must be ob- 
tained by the minor. 

All employers covered by the 
federal Fair Labor Standards Act 


who employ minots should require 
such minors to obtain permits to 
work before placing them on thé 
job. 

Minors under 16 years of age 
are not permitted to work during 
school hours: except in hardship 
cases. 

Minors who are 14 and 15 years 
of age may obtain permits to work 
after school hours; on Saturday, 
and during school vacations. 

Grimm pointed out that failure 
to comply with the provisions of 
the child labor laws may result in 
punishment by fine and/or impris- 
onment. He said complete detajis 
of the California laws may be ob- 
taned at either the Bakersfield or 
Fresno offices of the State Labor
